Later this 
rose as Mgfe, as £25 a month. In 1826 
Kean was offered $12,000 a year to go 
to America. In the prime of his popu- 
larity he received £200 for a week in 
Edinburgh, and apparently reached the 
highest point when Mr. Bnnn wrote 
from the Theater Koyal. Dublin, oil 
Feb. 8, 1829, and offered him £60 a 
bight to play in Dublin and Cork.—>

The question of Nevada having the 


benefit of terminal rates on freight, 
rom points outside the State to places 
vvithiu her borders, has become the 
ubjeot of much discussion during this 
ampaign. There seems, however, to 
)e considerable misnnderstinding as 
o what may be accomplished in the 
Mroctioa of securing for Reno and 
ithar points upon the railroad a reduo- 
ion of freight charges, though it ia 
onueded that If we could tnvo the ad- 
vantages of what is known us the 


aud short haul elausa" of the 


Act, as that section was ongiually uti- 
deratooc1, it would at ouoe ranks tliese 
tov,us (jontera of trade aiirt vastly m- 
oreic-u their business uud population. 
VholesHle houses aud manufacture? 
could prosper in our midst, where now 
wo arc practically dependent npon 
California. 


Tbe Interstate Commorco Act went 
nlo elieot February 4th, 1887. By that 
Act Congress delegated to a Commis- 
sion to bss appointed by the President 
,11 Us powers relative to the regulation 
of fi eights and fares upon all inter- 
st-ilo ivilroads, and sincu the passage 
of the Act the Commission has had ex- 
clusive control of that matter. 
But 


according to the last annual report ol 
the Commission, the Supreme Court ol 
the United States, by u decision ren- 
dered less thau a year ago, has so con- 
strued that portion of the Act, by 
which this State might, have obtained 
relief, that the Commission is now 
practically powerless to accomplish 
anything for this or any other com 
munity until tbe Act is amended. 


In order that the exact situation may 


bettor be understood regarding this 
question, which is of so much im- 
port uico to our people, the JOURNAL 
has requested Hon. F. H. Norccoss to 
publish certain correspondence had by 
him with the Secretary of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission several 
months ago. The correspondence, 
which is of a nature to shed consider- 
able light upon this subject, is as fol- 
lows :

Commerce Act so aa to make tbe same 
effective. Under the decisions of the" 
courts and interpretation of the law 
the Commission has been shorn of au- 
thority to do anything of an effective 
•haracter, and is denied many of the 
powers which were intended to be con- 
ferred when it was originally enacted. 
Under existing circumstances the 
Commission is practically only an ad- 
visory board so far as fixing reasonable 
rates ia concerned, and it is doubtful 
whether any relief could be given to 
the people in your section. 


A bill has been introduced in the 


Senate, (U. 8. Senate Bill No. 3854), 
which, embraces the leading features of 
the amendments recommended by the 
Commission in their last annual re- 
port, and which is believed will remedy 
the evils and remove the obstacles ao 
frequently the cause of complaint. I 
beg, therefore, to suggest that yon may 
be able to lend your valuable aid in 
securing its paiaage. This may be 
done by peraonal correspondence with 
members of Congress, by having your 
acquaintances engaged as shippers or 
producers, and persons interested in 
transportation matters, unite in peti- 
tioning Congress, urging that body to 
enact tbe measure into law. Many 
commercial organizations have taken 
action along that line. Your State 
Legislature might alao pass a resolu- 
tion recommending Congress to pas* 
the bill. Perbapi you can assist in 
some of the linei suggested, and what- 
ever you may do will be appreciated. 


In compliance with your request I 


take pleasure in enclosing a copy of 
the Rules of Practice before the Com- 
mission. 


Tbe decisions of the Commission are 


published in bound form by the Law- 
yer's Co-operative Publishing Oo. of 
Rochester, N. Y., at the price of $4 per 
volume, there being six volumes pub- 
lished to date. The Commission, how- 
ever, have published in pamphlet form 
separately each decision rendered, and 
a copy thereof will be supplied in any 
case you may desire, except in some 
oases where our supply of these pam- 
phlet copies la exhausted. You will find 
these cases referred to in Appendix B, 
to our last annual report heretofore 
sent you, entitled "Points Decided by 
the Commission Since Its Organiza- 
tion."

From tbe foregoing letters it appears 
hat tbe United States Courts have so 
onstrued tbe Act that it has left tbe 
ommisaion practically powerless, but 
hat a bill has been introduced and is 
ow pending in tbe Senate designed to 
emedy all defects found in the original 
(Vet by the courts, and which, if passed, 


ill give the Commission ample power 
o protect the interests of the public. 
['be question of the amendment of this 
.ot, is one that the people of this State 
hould be greatly Interested in and is 
deserving of their best consideration. 
Mr. Norcroas, who has given the snb- 
ect considerable attention, says that 
n bis opinion, the next Legislature 
should pass a resolution urging Con- 
gress to at once pass the bill referred 
, by tbe Secretary of the Commission 
aud directing oar delegation in Con- 
gress to actively and energetically sup- 
port it. This, be says, should be fol- 
lowed op by the State appropriating 
a sufficient sum of money to properly 
present our case before the Commis- 
sion as soon as the law is amended. 
Only a small amount will be required 
to pay the expenses of gathering evi- 
dence and presenting it in proper 
shape. It this is done, Nevada, and 
particularly Reno, would have terminal 
privileges, within a year after the Act 
is properly amended, and with an 
equitable1 schedule of freight rates, Ne- 
vada will begin to move rapidly for- 
ward, for not only will it open a mar- 
ket for our produce on the outside, bnt 
our money then oan be kept at borne. 


In this connection it is proper to 


state, that the Sliver party, by its State 
platform took advanced ground upon 
this question and in an intelligent 
manner, as witness:
